PoDOPH YLLUM PELTATUM FORMA DeAMII HaYMOXI) IN \Y EST- 

eun Pennsylvania. —These plants grow in open white-oak 
woods with an underst orv of sassafras and lloworing dogwood, 
near Criders Corners in lint ler County, just across the Allegheny 
County line. Tliey occur in a large patch whieh is twelve feet 
in the longest dimension and contains fifty or more plants, all of 
which have the maroon colored (dark vinaceous of Hidgwav) 
fruits and hlush-pink hlossoms. Xearby and seattered through- 


out the woods are many otlier patohos, all of which art' the ordi- 
nary vellow-fruited kind. 

1'his patch was first discovered on .lune 27, 1943, by A. ,J. 
Deer, W. K. Buker, and F. II. Boer, at which lime a specimen 
was taken and present ed to the Carnegie Museum Ilerharium. 
'The specimen was filed as a color variant of l\ pellatum. W hen 
Dr. Kavmond s form was described in 19 IS, wt* found that our 
specimen checked exactly with his description of forma Deamii. 
The form was included in the “Cheok List of tht* \ ascular Flora 
of Allegheny County, Bennsylvania,” published by the ant hor 
and Mr. Buker in 1951, since wo also listed species not vet found 
within the (Ounty but trollected within a ten-mile radius of the 
boundary. 

On .lune 5, 1952, Mr. Buker and the author visited the patch 

again in order to collect some sjiecimens for exchange. It, serins 
likely that all the plants havt* }>t‘C‘n d(*rived from a single mutant, 
parent by rhizomatous growt h, since digging revealed t hat, se ve ra 1 



were connected to one rhizome. The coloring of the 
plants and t he immatlire fruits was as lollows: t i|> of rhizome bud, 
dark vinaceous (Hidgwav); base of stem, dark vinaceous; ro- 
mainder of stem and the pet-ioles, flecked with same color; 
pedundes maroon ( Hidgwav); and immature fruits dark vina¬
